A Basic Cure Needed 


REPORT FROM THE ATLAN- 

tic Provinces’ Economic Coun- 
cil released a few days after the 
announcement that Dominion Steel 
and Coal Corp. planned to shut down 
its Sydney, Nova Scotia, steel mill 
emphasized the alarming plight of 
this region of Canada. In the rela- 
tively brief period of five years, the 
Council states, the four Atlantic 
provinces have suffered a population 
loss of more than 103,000 persons. 
The report predicts that the exodus 
from the area will continue at a 
higher rate in the future unless 
there is a radical change in economic 
conditions. 


The populdtion decline poses a di- 
lemma for Canada since it is gen- 
erally accepted that the nation is 


committed to a program of equaliz- 
ing economic opportunity in all parts 
of the country so far as this is pos- 
sible. The Atlantic area problem ‘is 


deepened by the fact that the popula- 
tion shift has oceurred primarily be- 
cause of economic depression—per 
capita income for 40 years has been 
about one-third lower than the Ca- 
nadian-average—and at the same 
time the outflow tends to exacerbate 
the depression. It is a case of 
people leaving because of lack of op- 
portunity which in turn worsens the 
plight. of those left behind. 

The Council proposes an integrat- 
ed program of plarining and develop- 
ment of new business and industry 
because one of the chief difficulties 
in bolstering the-economy of the 
area is the multiplicity of agencies, 
federal and provincial, with few of 
them working in unison. Since it has 
become evident that fairly large fed- 
eral funds will have to be expended 
in an effort to get the Atlantic prov- 
inces back on their feet, this is an 
elementary recommendation which 
all Canadians should support.

Practical Way to Go 


on North Vietnam will produce a 
massive war which might otherwise be 
avoided.

Firm Hand 


However, the British are determined 
to avoid the painful strangulation which 
has befailen the Portuguese in .neighbor- 
ing Marao. This means taking a firm 
hand against the bombs and demands* of 
the Maoist terrorists. 

These extremists, apparently function- 
ing without Peking’s enthusiasm, have 
failed_to enlist any su stantial -folj6wing, 
among the Hong -Kong._Chinese, \who 
know their living standards are fer 
ahead of those in the old country. They 
are too busy getting and spending to be 
attracted by communism. 

The British can: therefore look with 
reasonable confidence toward their goal 
of cleaning up the terrorists, a step that 
is essential :fo revive the lagging tourist 
trade. 

In the. doughty: British spirit, they 
mean to rule efficiently to the end, 
whenever it may come. ‘They promulgate 
their laws, liberalize and punish with an 
assurance which suggests they will+be 
here- another 1000 years. 

This is one way to go, and the white 
residents here regard it as a more 
practical adjustment to the facts of 
Asian life than the American exertions in 
Vietnain.

Whichever way _one likes:to look at the Russians 
over the last. 50 years, they must be accounted a 


fairly remarkable people. 


They have come through from 70 per cent illit- 
effacy to a galaxy of talents, technologists and spe- 
cialists Who provide, to take one example, a higher 
proportion of doctors per thousand of the population 
than there is in Canada, the United States or many 


other Western countries. 


They have been harassed; battered, bludgeoned, 
and at some periods almost decimated, and yet they 
have survived all this without being particularly cowed 
or developing a chip on the shoulder. And in spite of 
all, they are very far from sinking into the anthill 


patterns of any 1984. 


They have got by with a lot of ‘“‘nichevo,” and one 
of the first things you learn when you start Russian 
is that “nichevo”’ doesn’t so often imply fatalistic 


acceptance but something 


rather more cheerful, 


something more like “O.K., O.K., might be worse.” 
This was equally true in czarist days, when the 
resourceful, independent peasant was at least as 
common as the humble, accepting type. (The appar- 
ently humble ones took it out in being cunning or 


just lazy.) 

Today most Russians give 
little thought to the peasants 
who were their grandparents 
or greatgrand parents, 
although for the whole of the 
past year they have been 
deluged. with photographs, 
articles, television and radio 
features about the days of 
191% (That is to say, Novem- 
ber, 1917; most Russiaris are 
now barely aware that there 
was a March-revolution which 
got rid of Czardom, first.) 


For 1917: is already a far- 
off, almost. legendary period. 
The Russians: have undergone 
too many ‘traumatic experi- 
ences -since then-— the civil 
war and the famine, collectiv- 
ization, the purges, the Get- 
man invasion and 20 million 
dead, and the labor. camps, 
while since Stalin's death they 
have had not-only relief from 
these pressures but also the 
unprecedented stimulus of 
consumer goods at last in the 
shops. 

But ‘the first stimulus and 
satisfaction, long before the 
consumer goods, was some- 
thing else — something which 
foreigners are apt to forget. 

The outstanding change 
over the last 50 years, for the 
mass of Soviet people, has 
been in the huge variety of 
jobs which they can fill. 

To take a random handful 
of occupations — agronomist, 
airport announcer, asphalt 
spreader, biochemist, lift 
engineer, dress designer — all 
would have been beyond the 
conception of a “Russian 
peasant of only 50 years Ago. 

Ard besides all the new 
occupations there has been .a 
spectacular growth in most of 
the old ones — in medicine 
and education, for instance, or 
in ‘he entertainment profes- 
sions. 


There are careers now 
which can call forth almost 
every kind of skill and talent, 
and which can offer some 
satisfaction to almost every 
kind of temperament*— the 
obsessive, the dramatic, the 
power-loving, the adventurous 
or the self-sacrificing,« and 
there is free training and 


education to'be had for them += 


all: 

And the talents. and the 
temperaments came from the 
peasants “in the first place, 
since 50 years ago they made 
up 8 per cent of - the 
population, Today a bare third 
of the Soviet people work on 
the land, ‘and that is. probably 
too. many. 


The satisfactions ,to be had 
in one’s work — they. gave the 
first impulse to the release 
and the differentiation — of 
individuality-in Soviet Russia; 
the. consumption incentive 
came much later. 

All through the 20's, 30's 
and 40's life at work was 
often Tore comfortable and 
satisfying than life at home, 
where you lived perhaps!in a 
room divided across the 
middle by sheets slung on a 
string, so that it could be 
shared with another family 
who were as short of. basic 
necessities as your own. 

“We had been. without: new 
things for so long,” says one 
woman logking back, ‘‘that we 
no longer knew what. size -we 
took-in_ shoes or clothes."’ 

Many of the best people 
made a virtue of austerity, 
and the propaganda naturally 
laid stress on the collective 
aspects of life, so that some 
foreigners imagined the Rus- 
sians to be people who 
preferred mass existence and 
eared little for living stan- 
dards. They were to be 
proved seriously wrong, 


The Post-Stalin Thaw 


Cautiously, even incredu- 
Jou*ly, soon after the death of 
Stalin in 1953 people began to 
feel the relaxation of political 
pressure and the beginning of 
“The Thaw.” 

As the result of new policies 
the shops began to show new 


,flothes, shoes, and household: 


goods in a variety such as had 
never been seen, The quality 
was also variable — as a rule 
shockingly on the minus side 
— and the Soviet customer, to 


the surprise -of some  out- 
siders, quickly became. dis- 
criminating: 


Since then both supplies and 


quality have patchily 
improved, but. demand has 
increased and. has also 


become more exacting. 

Under Kosygin the revolt of 
the consumer has in fact 
begun to bring about some big 
innovations in Soviet plan- 
ning: bonuses are at last 
being paid to workers, in 
some fields, for quality as 
well as quantity, and the 
oytput of thousands of factor- 
ies is now much more geared 
to precise consumer*demands 
—.within the limits of the 
central, all-over plan. 

New habits have been grow- 
ing up: not many years ago it 
was exceptional to find a 
Soviet woman who knew how 
to-knit and there was no wool 
anyway, while now a Moscow 
store can sell a ton of knitting 
woo" in-a tew hours — and a 
ton is far from being enough. 

Even the peasants ~ are 


better dressed today, and they 
are as demanding as towns- 
people when they shop, since 
they, can for the first time 
look forward to. regular 
monthly payments for. their 
work on the collective’ farms. 

At the other end of the 


scale, if you are in one of the. 


well-paid professions and can 
manage to put aside 12 or 18 
months’ salary, you can have 
some hope of buying a small 
car two or three years 


after you have put your name. 


down. 


Many people find “a better 
use for 18 months’ salary by 
putting down the deposit for 
an apartment in a <“co 
operative’ block, which. will 
be built when enough pesple 
have put down deposits, have 
been. checked to _ establish 
their claim to a flat, and have 
signed undertakings to pay a 
further sum. equal to their 
deposit, over 15 years,. as 
rent, ; 

But ownership of a car or 
an’ apartment is out of the 
question for most people; they 
simply don’t have the money, 

To quote only one official 
figure: even. in sophisticated 
Moscow only oné in fifty of the 
inhabitants took a. holiday 
away from home last year. 
And the shortages, the diffi- 
culties, _the—sloppiness, the 
“blat’”’ (influence) you have to 
use by tipping or exchanging 
something — they can “be 
much the same for almost 
any kind of purchase, 


Lack ot Self-Discipline 


For besidés the bureaucracy 
and the red tape there is such 
a iegdcy of the ‘“nichevo,” 
such old Russian lack of self- 
discipline, such neglect of 
maintenance, such a_  defi- 
ciency of office machiners, 
tneltrding~even~~typewriters, 
and such a_ shortage of 
personnel-in the service indus- 
tries. (17 per. thousand against 
70 per thousand in the United 


States), that many. hours, a, 


week must be devoted to the 
most ordinary shopping: 
« The Western visitor. may 
look on pityingly at the poor 
array of goods in most shops, 
the ‘offhand rudeness of -so 
many~of~the~staff; and ~the 
pushing and grumbling of the 
crowds at the counters. _ 
But the grumbling, which is 
0 much more Widespread than 


cities to counter the 


desperate housing, shortage which followed the country’s urbanization. The opportunity to gain a measure of privacy in their 
personal lives has had a profound effect upon the Russians. Equality for womien in; Russia reaches into every aspect of life 
from the construction trades (above’ right). to scienee,. education and government, 


it used to be, and. even some 
of the rudeness, can be lcoked 
at in another way. They are 
further evidence, if rather 
crude, of that more corifident 
individuality which is one of 
the great marks of Soviet life 
in recent years. 

People have less reason to 
be afraid of speaking out 
nowadays, and poor though 
the.array of goods may be, it 
is so much better, every- 
where, than it was ten or even 
five years ago that expecta- 


tions ‘for the future are 
heightened, 
The average Russian has 


been, and still is, discovering 
needs, tastes, and potentiali- 


New Class 


goes ahead rather 
slowly, irregularly, and in- 
equitably, and one naturally 
asks whether new class-dis- 
tinctions. ‘are ~ growing up. 
There seems to be cgntrast 
enough”between the two ends 
of-*the social spectrum + 

between the families-who read 
Pinter in English and buy 
Italian shoes, and-the grey old 
women who do the cleaning 
and most-of the menial work 
and hardly ever eat meat. 


But the spread of differ- 
ences is not so great as might 
appear, because-everyone 
feels pretty hard pressed and 
short of something or other. 
There are a few privilege 
shops for a small, top group, 
but everyone has to stand in 
line. for many of the ‘same 
things. To support them in all 
this the Russians have centur- 
ies of experience of fraternal 
living and egalitarian valua- 
tion of one another. 

One must except the rep- 
resentatives of government, 
who have always been a class 
apart, but in general, .in their 
personal. or neighborly rela- 
tions, Russians are not 
notably gnawed by envy or 
driven-—-by—-competitiveness; 
keeping up with the Ivanovs is 
nothing like such a burden as 
keeping up with the Joneses. 

The. universal respect for 
education has also, on the 
whole, a cementing effect on 
Russian society. In ‘the ‘bad 
days education was one thing 
to which you could devote 
yourself without fear. It, is 
free at all stages; it is the 
universal ladder, unless you 
are one of. the few who want 
to' make a career through 
party work, to better-paid, 
more comfortable," more 
interesting, more privileged or 
honorable positions. 


It all 


Few Russians of any age 
seem to regard study as a 
burden. ‘School teachers are 
much respected though not 
well paid, the parents are 
often involved in school 
affairs — more than in. most 
European countries, though 
less than in North Anierica. 

In principle, all Soviet chil- 
dren or students are-regarded 
as equally educable in all 
respects, but in practice, - of 
course, things turn out a little 
differently, in spite of the 
permissiveness and good 


nature of the average Soviet 


classroom. 
There is a selective. competi- 
tion -for the most promising 


ties in himself. which could 
have been thought dead. or 
non-existent: 

Millions of famifies are 
living for the first time in.new 
municipal flats at the usual 
low Soviet rents. The flats are 
mionotonous, usually cramped 
and often defective, but they 
provide a degree of privacy 
which urban Russia has 
rarely known till receptly. 

Inside them, Russians are 
finding that they can pursue 
the modest lines of their own 
lives, in spite of all Soviet red 


tape -and discipline, to an 
extent which would not. pre- 
viously have been thought 
possible. 
Distinctions 

young mathematicians and 
physicists, for the country's 
scientists have insisted on 
this; there are special 
schools, where most of the 


teaching is given in a foreign 
language, which have 
acquired something of a snob 
value; and there is alWays a 
mass of children who leave 
the ordinary schools and take 
up part-time work at 15. 

It was inevitable that some 
kind of distinction should grow 
up between the better and the 


* less educated. 


In the cities of Kazan and 
Ufa, Yn 1966, a poll taken 
among senior school children 
found that 80 per cent of them 
wanted to go on to further 
education after the age of 17 
and take up a_ professional 
career, This was their own 
elear preference, or that of 
their parents, for there is 
practically no career counsel- 
ling in the Soviet Union. 

It is many years since 
people were directed into jobs 
or tied to them (except for 
young graduates in their first 
three years). The government 
thus has the difficult problem 
of persuading young people to 
enter manual occupations as a 
deliberate choice and not just 
for lack of anything “better.” 

They are not likely to 
repeat the crude measures 
which were tried by Khrush- 
chevy and have since been 
discarded. They are attacking 
the problem piecemeal — by 
informing children about the 
variety of jobs, by raising 
wages in some of the unpopu- 
lar but necessary sectors, 
such as water supplies and 
sewage disposal, by films and 
novels which hint incidentally 
at the pleasures and advan- 
tages. of manual occupations, 
and ultimately by developing 
amenities and leisure facilities 
in industrial districts which 
are away from the main 
centres. With time they. will 
have some success. 

For the contrast between 
the ‘lives of those following 
professional and manual occu- 
pations is not so sharp as in 
the West. Salaries are much 
closer together; doctors even 
earn less than ‘some skilled 
industrial workers do, 

On the other hand manual 
workers’ get no artificial 
respect as a class, and if 
some of them feel impatient 
with their children’s yearnings 
after culture, the weight of 
public opinion is against them. 


: A Door-to Culture 


Education {s not just the 
door to a better job; it is also 
the door to what is most 
highly prized in the Soviet 
Union — to “culture’’ in the 
widest sense- of everything 
thafcis cultivated, well 
informed, refined, responsible, 
polite, neat and considerate. 

With all their new opportun- 
ities for privacy, possessions, 
education, and culture, have 
Russians changed so much, 
fundamentally ? 


Old emigres, returning-for-a 
visit after 40 years, exclaim 
sentimentally that ‘My people 
are still. what they always 
were — brotherly, hospitable, 
robust, responsive, patient, 
lovable, unpessimistic* Ms 
Alt of which is-true,—but-it-is 
gnly the ground bass to the 
mote —“indéivticat “tenes ot 
Russians today, 

Their upbringing — the old 
Russian permissiveness on 
tthe part. of parents and 
teachers and every adult — is 
as warm as ever. 3 

Yet there is one great differ- 
ence: Russians are no longer 
having large families. Over the 
whole country the, birth rate, 


at 18.4 per thousand, has fallen 
below the North American 
level, and in Moscow it has 
reached the incredibly low 
figure of 2.3 per thousand. In 
cities it is exceptional to meet 
a family with more than one 


child. . 

Most ‘mothers go out to 
work, there are. still not 
enough creches or kinder- 


gartens, and the grandmother 
still fills her old role in a 
large proportion of homes. 

Among the children who are 
kept close at home there is.a 
minority who get spoiled, and 
as more people acquire the 
new apartments their number 
may well inerease. Over-in- 
dulgent parents are usually 
said to be the cause of most 
of the idle young delinquents 
and hooligans of whom Soviet 
cities have their share. 


However, most young people 
seem pleasantly frank,. free 
and _ self-confident in the old, 
unembarrassing—Russian way. 


They were “used to the 
presence of one or two 
affectionate adults besides 


their parents, ‘as well as to 
the. company of other infanis, 


from a very early age indeed. 
Yet from their solitary home 
background” they mist feel 
more individualized, moré dif- 
ferentiated than their parents 
did at the same age. 


A great many of them now 
revolt against the group life 
which, rater more tenta- 
tively. than formerly, is laid 
out for. them. They want to 
make their own groups. They 
are prepared, for instance, to 
wait for an hour or so on a 
freezing night to.get into one 
of the all too few youth cafes. 

They listen, legally, to 
foreign broadcasts, (mainly 
for the pop music), and many 
of them cultivate foreign ways 
and foreign clothes when they 
can get them. They are 
allowed more freedom in 
discussion than used to be the 
case, and they demand still 
more, 


Sometimes the youth paper, 
Komsomolskaya Pravda, 
allows a letter to «appear 
which questions something as 
apparently unquestionable as 
space research: ‘What good 


are all these rockets to human , 


beings?”

Same hardships and the 
genera! egalitarianism in- 
cluded them both. 

The Soviet government has 
stopped the wite= beating and 
removed all technical or legal 
restrictions on women.

going to General Motors. 

After the Ford agreement, 
Walter P. Reuther, union presi- 
dent, said Canadian wage parity 
was “the only major thing we 
didn’t win,"’ 

VARYING FACTORS 


.The union did not press that 
demand at Ford, Reuther said 
because Ford of Canada is not a 
wholly-owned subsidiary of its 
parent compayly as dre Chrysler 
and GM. of’ Canada. And, he 
added, thé union’s Canadian 
contract at Ford does not expire 
until Dec. 1. 

The UAW contract at Chrys- 
Ter’s Canadian firm runs out 
Nov. 15. 

Union ahd company bargain- 
ing teams return to subcommit- 
tee’ meetings today at. Chrysler 
in Detroit. Both sides said some 
progress! has been made -since 
negotiations resumed Saturday. 

UAW employees at Chrysler 
and General Motors have been 
working without contracts since 
Sept. 6, when Ford workers 
went on strike.

Troubled Children Need - 


Those 80,000 ‘Helpers’ 


By TED GASKELL 

One of the toughest jobs 
performed by—a United Red 
Feather-Red Cross Appeal 
agency and one of the most 
gratifying is that of the 
Family and: Children’s Ser- 
viee, 

Its staff is confronted with 
such difficult. problems as 
finding homes for children 
who do not get along with 
their parents; trying to patch 
up marital squabbles; finding 


foster. homes for unwanted 
children; helping unmarried 
mothers; looking after. emo- 


tionally disturbed children at 
the Sevenoaks Centre and 
finding adoption parents. 

Some problems might seem 
insurmountable but the ser 
vice.can be proud of many 
Successes,-.says Mrs. Gwen 
Lundy, — supervisor the 
intake—section: 

The service with close to 
100 office. s aff and’ social 
workers will operate next 
year on a ‘budget of $1,157,105 
of which $80,000 will come 
from the United Red Feather 
—Red Cross Appeal’s $600,000. 

Big problem for the service 
is the need for foster parents. 
Group homes are operating 
with between eight and 10 
children but often those are 
full and individual homes 
must be found. 

The service took 23 children 
into care one month including 
six in one day 

Four came from one family 
in which the mother was ill 
and the father away. In this 
case-the children were taken 
care of for atime, then the 
situation was reviewed.

Swedish “Academy of Science} 
today awarded the Nobel Prize 
in physics to Professor Hans A. 
Bethe. of Cornell University and 
the chemistry prize jointly to 
Britons George Porter and Ron- 
ald George Wreyford Norrish 
and German Manfred Eigen. 

Bethe was awarded the prize 
{n physics: for his contributions | 
to the theory of nucleai® reac-| 
tions, and especially his discov- 
eries concerning the energy pro- 
duction in stars. 

The: British-German trio was 
awarded the prize for ‘their 
studies of extremely fast chemi- 
cal reactions, effecked by dis- 
turbing the equilibrium by 
means of very short pulses of 
energy,” the academy's citation 
said. 

Porter. is attached to the 
Royal Institution in London and 
his British colleague lives in 
Cambridge. Eigen works at the 
Max Planck Institute of Goettin-| 
gen.
